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Who Bears the Arms of God

Convention members who he:~? Bishop Bayne’s vivid description of the 
intellectual atmosphere engulfing the Universities must have been shocked 
by a sudden realization of the inadequacy of modern educational content 
and method. Neither school, nor college, nor Church in separation from the 
state, offers to modern man the opportunity for the growth of a balanced 
personality. The youth of today is the victim of a fragmentation in educa- 
tion which compels him to view the universe around him in distorted 
particles of its total reality. To be sure, specialization in research and study 
is essential; but this very necessity is fatal when it begins before a solid, 
rounded structure of the general cultures of life has been erected. 


Every alert college pastor, thrust into the heat of the battle between pure 
secularism and faith, quickly becomes aware of the particular weakness of 
the Church. He is forced to expend his strength in rescuing ill-trained 
youths from the inevitable results of inadequate and even bad “religious 
education” in the home parishes. He ought to be assaulting the ramparts 
of campus paganism. Instead he is nursing the wounds of spiritually unarmed 
boys and girls from Sunday Schools and the Y.P.F. The College Youth 
problem, insofar as Episcopalian students are concerned, begins in the parish 
Churches. And back of the parish Church is the family. 


We who bear “the arms of God” must shift our sights and change our 
ammunition. Parents must be gathered into training classes so that, instead 
of shifting their responsibility to the shoulders of others, they may introduce 
their children to the Lord Incarnate and His Church. Here is the center of 
spiritual gravity and the new opportunity before us. 
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GRACE CATHEDRAL 
A House of Prayer for All People — 


Abridged from an address before the Evangelical Fellowship, by the 
VERY REV. BERNARD N. LovGREN, Dean of Grace Cathedral 


PART II 

As I see it, a Cathedral has three 
offices of singular and permanent 
value. I shall have to outline them 
very briefly. 

1. The regular maintenance of 
prayer and praise every day at the 
sacred heart of the Diocese. It must 
be essentially a house of prayer for a 
Church rests upon worship and devo- 
tion. One member of our staff should 
be a man peculiarly fitted by spiritu- 
ality and temperament to carry on 
through services, classes, conferences, 
and retreats such a program. The 
Cathedral should be a devotional 
powerhouse where great numbers of 
people could find comfort in these 
sad and confused times. 

2. The function of the Cathedral 
must be to exhibit the worship of the 
Church at its highest point of dignity 
and beauty. That is one reason for the 
presence of a number of clergy at 
many or most of the services. I sub- 
mit that it is difficult to maintain 
peoples’ idea of the proper dignity 
of the services in a great Cathedral 
conducted by one or even two clergy- 
men. This may not be a correct 
evaluation, but nevertheless it is a 
valid one. We are forced to think 
also of the religious value of the art 
and music within the Cathedral. It 
must be the best obtainable. In think- 


ing of music especially, if it is cheaply 


administered, hastily and carelessly 


performed, the reaction on the con- 

gregation is immediate. Therefore, 
there must always be sufficient money 
spent on music and the choir. We 
are very fortunate in having an out- 
standing organist and choir director 
at the Cathedral now. Our strongest 
department is our music. Upon it we 
are building a solid foundation in. 
the development of the best in litur- 

gical Cathedral music. 

3. The Cathedral should maintain 
an ever enlarging social service pro- 
gram, under the direction of a trained 
priest. Again sensing its impersonal 
quality, and realizing that it does 
have a responsibility to the com- 
munity, the calls made upon our pres- 
ent staff are well-nigh overwhelm- 
ing. Our answer to these calls must 
of necessity be wholly inadequate and 
unsatisfying. We are simply pecking 
away at any social welfare program 
and yet, because of financial strin- 
gency, it is the best we can afford. We 
are willing to work as hard and con- 
sistently as is humanly possible. But 
all that we do is definitely on a 
parochial level and not in any sense 
what a great Cathedral should be 
doing. 

As we look to the future, there- 
fore, we see our program outlined in 
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three directions. First of all, there 
will be the pastoral ministrations to 
our own Cathedral congregation. 
which inevitably becomes the special 
responsibility of the Dean, who is 
also charged with the carrying out of 
administrative details. The second 
direction will point to the contribu- 


tion of the Cathedral to the Diocese, 


as we are able to employ as members 
of our full-time staff, clergymen with 
special skills. It is our hope that as 
this becomes possible the Cathedral 
can assist parishes and missions along 
such lines as religious education, 
youth work, social planning, etc. Our 
third responsibility will be to the 
community and to the wayfarers who 
pass through our city by the thovu- 
sands, and through the Cathedral, at 
its services and other times, by the 
hundreds. Furthermore, it seems fit- 
ting that in a city with exquisite pub- 
lic buildings and architecturally beau- 
tiful commercial houses, that a house 
dedicated to God and representing 
the Diocese should in no way be in- 
ferior to other buildings erected by 
man and dedicated to lesser purposes. 
Thus we have a right to project a 
building program which will see the 
completion of the Cathedral structure 
in the not too distant future. We are 
now serving the community in many 
ways, especially through services in 
which community organizations take 
part as our guests. We mention the 
Girl Scouts, Knights Templar, sev- 
eral British Societies, the American 
Guild of Organists, the San Fran- 
cisco Municipal Chorus. These are a 
few among the many who have

turned to the Cathedral this past year 
to bring their groups the opportunity 
of worshipping in a House of God. 
Indeed, Grace Cathedral is becoming 
increasingly ““A House of God for 
all People.” 

Against the skyline of Assisi stands 
the first Gothic Church built in Italy. 
It bears the name of our city—San 
Francisco—in memory of its patron 
saint. Shall not we also raise upon 
the skyline of this lovely city, at the 
gateway of the west, another great 
Gothic Cathedral, complete in every 
detail, to stand there forever as a 
symbol of our spiritual, community, 
and Diocesan ideals. The future holds 
the complete answer. 


Episcopal Church Appeals 
To Filipino Peoples 


Manila, P. I.—Repudiating the 
idea that the Philippine Islands are 
populated by a Roman Catholic 
people, Bishop Norman S. Binsted, 
D.D., head of the Episcopal Church 
in the Islands, explained that ‘“The 
Filipino has an inquiring mind and a 
love of beauty. For centuries he has 
had contact with the Roman Catholic 
type of Christianity which he was dis- 
posed to accept without question be- 
fore the introduction of modern 
learning through public schools and 
government universities. The situa- 
tion is changing rapidly. 

“Tens of thousands whose intellec- 
tual horizons have broadened are 
quéstioning some of the teaching and 
practices of the Roman Church. The 
fanatacism in connection with certain 
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cults arising out of undue adoration of 
the Saints, the laxity of moral disci- 
pline, and the old evil of the sale of 
indulgences, disturb the consciences 
of many. 

“While clinging tenaciously to the 
fundamentals of the Christian faith, 
they are seeking a way to express their 
devotion to our Lord which is not in 
conflict with a good conscience and 
sound learning. The Protestant 
Churches which minimize the sacra- 
mental life and afford little oppor- 
tunity for the development of the mys- 
tical element make no widespread ap- 
peal to the Filipino peopie. 

“As knowledge of the Episcopal 
Church spreads through the Islands, 
its catholicity, combined with its 
evangelical emphasis on the right of 
the Christian to direct approach to 
God through Jesus Christ, finds an an- 
swering response in the heart of the 
Filipino. The democratic policy of the 
Episcopal Church, its emphasis upon 
Christian morals, its condemnation of 
superstitious practices, and the fact 
that it conducts its services in a lan- 
gauge which the people understand, 
all make a strong appeal. 

“The Church in the Philippines has 
a very definite mission to the un- 
churched in Manila and elsewhere in 
the lowlands. 

“The relation of the Philippine 
Episcopal Church to the Protestant 
Churches in the Islands is very good. 
There is mutual understanding of 
each other's position, and consultation 
and cooperation wherever possible. 

“No official cooperation is possible 


with the Roman Church,” the Bishop 


concluded, “but there is a growing 
feeling of friendliness between the 
leaders of the Church and our own. 

“The immediate future offers un- 
paralleled opportunities for the ex- 
pansion of the work of the Church in 
the Philippines.”

Service Projects 


Women of St. Matthew’s Church, 
Worcester, Mass., have a project 
which they call ‘Sewing for Service.” 
In a period of less than six months 
they have mended, made over and 
made new, more than 400 pounds of 
clothing for Church World Service. 
Also they have sent packages of 
clothing to St. Mary’s School for In- 
dian Girls in South Dakota and the 
Rock Point School for Girls in Ver- 
mont. 

The Guild-Auxiliary of St. James’ 
Church, Kent, diocese of Olympia, 
has ‘‘adopted” a Church school in 
Shanghai. Each member of the Guild, 
for a starter, helped fill a box of 
school supplies—pencils, erasers, pa- 
per, etc..—to send to China. 

St. Monica’s Guild Auxiliary of St. 
Paul’s-by-the-Sea, Jacksonville Beach, 
Fla., undertook to sew for the Philip- 
pines as a Lenten project. They com- 
pleted 100 garments, consisting of 
boys’ shirts, girls’ dresses, sunsuits, 
and under-garments. Also they sent a 
box of good used clothing to a South- 
ern Mountain mission.

The congregation numbered 
eleven, the nucleus of a mission soon 
to be established.

Bishop Quarterman, writing to the 
Presiding Bishop, said, ‘I thought you 
might be interested in knowing that 
you addressed your people in all sorts 
of places, and that they responded.” 


Tragedy in Jerusalem 


From the Jerusalem and the East 
Mission comes this statement: 
‘Among the sorry facts of the times 
there is one that makes no headlines, 
but, for all that, weighs heavily upon 
the minds of all whose primary con- 
cern is the education of young Pales- 
tinians. That fact is the desperate 
plight of Christian mission schools. 
Some have no alternative but to close. 
Others, with a fair muster of pupils, 


either Arabs or Jews, are gallantly 


carrying on and, with depleted staffs, 
are working prodigiously to keep in 
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touch with unhappy absentees, espe- 
cially those preparing for examina- 
tions. | 

A Jewish boy wrote: “It is very 
unfortunate that I had to withdraw 
from school, but I cannot help it. 
Please remember me kindly.” 

An Arab boy wrote: ‘During my 
stay at the school it was hard for me 
to estimate its importance, but now I 
come to realize the deep loss I have 
reluctantly to accept.” 


Call to Young Women 


The only doctor within a radius of 
hundreds of miles! What an oppor- 
tunity for service! That is the dream 
of many young medical students—par- 
ticularly of young women who want to 
find a niche in the world of medicine 
where their services will fulfill a vital 
need in the community. | 

In Fort Yukon, Alaska, the only 
doctor is surgeon, X-ray technician, 
hospital superintendent, and public 
health officer. 

That doctor is a woman! 

Dr. Lula M. Disosway runs Fort 
Yukon’s forty-bed Hudson Stuck Me- 
morial Hospital. She is the only doc- 
tor for hundreds of miles around. 
With four white nurses and trained 
native aides, she mends broken bodies 
and cares for the sick and dying. 

Fort Yukon Indians have come to 
depend on the hospital staff not only 
as healers of their bodies, but also as 
shepherds of their daily lives. While 
the Indians are being treated they 
often ask the doctor or nurses ques- 
tions about God and the Church. It 
is not a one-way Ministry, though, for 
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frequently the natives come to the aid 
of the hospital staff with their prayers. 
Such examples of faith are an inspira- 
tion to missionary doctors and a re- 
ward far more gratifying than a fee. 

The medical mission field is just 
one that offers rewarding opportuni- 
ties. The Church has an infinite num- 
ber of jobs that must be filled by pro- 
fessional women. Both at home and 
abroad, there is urgent need for well- 
trained social workers, evangelists, re- 
ligious education directors, college 
workers, parish assistants and direc- 
tors, and teachers in Church-sponsored 
schools. 

This partial list gives some idea of 
the scope of opportunity for women 
in the Church today. In the United 
States women are urgently needed for 
service in the cities, towns, and iso- 
lated villages of the mountains and 
wide western plains. There are jobs 
to be filled, but not enough applicants. 

If there is to be a strong, efficient 
body of professional women in the 
Church, the right kind of young 
women must be informed that there is 
a place for them. One of the best 
points at which to reach them is the 
parish. There the rector and the lay 
leaders are able to observe closely the 
young people who are potential pro- 
fessional Church workers. 

What qualities should they look for 
in the young women of the parish? 
Religious devotion is, of course, a nec- 
essary prerequisite, but it is not the 
only one. To be successful in her 
chosen profession a Church worker 
must have self-confidence; she must 
like people, and she must possess a 
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magnetic personality. She must be an 
organizer and a leader. 

If a girl is physically and mentally 
healthy, magnetic, self-sufficient, and 
devout, she has the background for 
work in the Church. Since the Church 
needs professionally trained workers, 
one of the first requirements a candi- 
date should complete is a full college — 
course ending with a bachelor’s de- 
gree. With that foundation she should 
take two years of graduate study, 
which should combine the study of 
“religious content’’ material (such as 
the Old and New Testament, Theol- 
ogy, the Prayer Book, etc.) with spe- 
cial study (including methods and 
technique) appropriate to some type 
of work, such as social science, psy- 
chology, education, personnel coun- 
seling, etc. 

Graduate study ought to include 
provision for practical experience or 
clinical training under careful super- 
vision in keeping with the highest 
modern standards. Continuation of 
such supervision during the first year 
of work is recommended. 


There are currently vacancies in the 
Church for a variety of professional 
women. For example, English, his- 
tory, science and mathematics teachers 
are needed in the Brent School for 
foreign and missionary children in 
Baguio, P. I. St. Faith's School, Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., requires a mathe- 
matics and a physical education in- 
structor. 

Many domestic and foreign hos- 
pitals are understaffed. The Hospital 
of the Good Shepherd, New Bern, 
N. C., the only Negro hospital in the 
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region, has an opening for a Negro 
supervisor of nurses. A nurse is 
needed at St. Luke’s Hospital, Ponce, 
Puerto Rico. 

There are positions for directors of 
Christian education in two southern 
dioceses and one large mid-west city. 
Directors of Church School by Mail 
are needed to call on the people in 
isolated Montana and Nebraska farms 
and ranches, where the inhabitants’ 
only contact with the Church is 
through the Church School lessons re- 


ceived by post. 


Missions Illustrated 


Packed full of human interest stor- 
ies and illustrated with several attrac- 
tive photographs, a 63-page book, ‘“Ye 
Shall Be Witnesses,” is the latest pub- 
lication of the National Council to 
give detailed information of mission- 
aty work of the Episcopal Church in 
this country and in overseas’ lands. 
Copies (35¢) may be seen and bought 
at the National Council’s office, Room 
418, 83 McAllister Street, San Fran- 
cisco. Newly issued pamphlets for 
free distribution, describing mission- 
ary work in various lands, are also 
available now. 


Adequate Insurance 


The Church Fire Insurance Corpo- 
_ tation is continually reminding its 
clients to bring their insurance on 
churches and other properties up 
to present day values, although, of 
course, the responsibility to do so rests 
entirely with the vestries. Recently it 
suggested to St. Paul’s Church, St. 
Joseph, Michigan, that it do so. They 
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complied, increasing the insurance 
from $30,400 to $54,375. Almost be- 
fore the ink was dry on the policy, the 
church burned, and they were paid 
$54,375. 

Another church sustaining a loss a 
week earlier had not heeded the warn- 
ing. Its insurance was only about one- 
quarter of what it should have been 
or $28,000. Consequently, while los- 
ing $17,404 in the value of the prop- 
erty destroyed, it only received $4,348 
in compensation from the insurance, 
because it had not complied with the 
coinsurance requirements. To have 
complied with them (and thus merit 
the reduced premium rate), it should 
have been insured for about $112,000. 
If it had done this, it would have re- 
ceived the full amount of its loss. 


Negro Parish Pros pers 


A Confirmation class of 138 was 
presented to the Rt. Rev. Oliver J. 
Hart, Bishop of Pennsylvania, on 
January 18, by the Rev. Jesse F. An- 
derson, rector of St. Thomas’ Church, 
Philadelphia. This Negro parish has 
a communicant strength of more than 
a thousand. Practically all members of 
the Confirmation class were young 


people.

The New Guinea diocesan confer- 
ence has decided to erect memorials to 
the ten missionaries, teachers and na- 
tive workers in Papua who refused to 
escape to a place of safety in the Jap- 
anese war, were betrayed to the Japan- 
ese, and were murdered as a result of 
their devotion to duty. 
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St. Luke’s Is a 
Church Hos pital 


Frequently people of the Diocese 
of California ask questions about St. 
Luke’s Hospital and its association 
with the Diocese, if any. With this 
in mind, there will appear a series 
of articles in The PaciFIC CHURCH- 
MAN informing Episcopalians of St. 
Luke’s Hospital and its affiliation 
with the Diocese of California. To- 
day, there are sixty-eight Episcopal 
hospitals in the United States, of 
which seventeen are named “St. 
Luke’s.” These Episcopal hospitals, 
though not great in number when 
compared to the more than 4,000 
hospitals, are nevertheless noted for 
the quality of medical care and hos- 
pitalization. Contributions have been 
made in these hospitals to the ad- 
vancement of medical science, the 
training of young doctors and nurses, 
especially the inculcation of the spirit 
of the Church into these professional 
people. These services and the giving 
of the Christian Spirit to the sick, 
are of untold value to both the field 
of medicine and the Church. 
Turning now to our own St. Luke's 
Hospital, located on Valencia and 
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Along California 
Mission Trails 


Faces, Places and Projects 
of the Diocese 


Army streets, within the parish of 
Holy Innocents Church, San Fran- 
cisco, we find that in 1871, the Rev. 
Thomas W. Brotherton, M.D.D.D., 
founded the hospital. The Rev. Mr. 
Brotherton received his medical train- 
ing in Baltimore, Maryland, and came 
to California. In the year 1849 he 
established his practice of medicine at 
Georgetown, in Eldorado County, 
later moving into San Francisco. He 
carried on his medical profession as 
well as his duties as a clergyman. In 
reviewing the early history of St. 
Luke’s, it is interesting to learn that 
one day while riding on a street car, 
the Rev. Mr. Brotherton met one of 
his parishioners. He told her of his 
dream of founding the first Episcopal 
hospital in California. Her interest 
in the project was so great that she 
gave the $5.00 piece which was in 
her purse. That was the financial be- 
ginning of St. Luke’s Hospital. 
The first buildings consisted of 
two rented private homes on Bernal 
Heights. However, in 1873, four 
philanthropic San Franciscans pur- 
chased the present site on Valencia 
and 27th streets. Shortly after the 
purchase of the land the original 
frame buildings were started.. These 
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were. gradually added to as funds be- 
came available. Shortly before the 
Great Earthquake and Fire, the Gibbs 
Building was constructed—all of 
brick. The earthquake destroyed this 
building. The present system of 
buildings was constructed in 1911, 
erected by Lydia Paige Monteagle, 
Ogden Mills and Elizabeth Mills

Former St. James 
Rector Dies 


The Rev. Harold S. Brewster, D.D., 
former rector of St. James Church, 
San Francisco, and more recently a 
resident of Carmel, died Tuesday, 
April 6, at the Community Hospital in 
Carmel.

Concord Mission 
Begins Building 
St. Michael and All Angels’ Mis- 


sion, Concord, has begun construction 
of a Parish hall. This is the first 
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building to be erected on the site 
purchased by the Diocese in 1945. 

Cost of construction is estimated 
at $8000 for materials only. The 
Parish hall will be erected for the 
most part by volunteer labor. Com- 
pleted hall will represent a $14,000 
outlay. It is to be a frame structure 
of rustic design, 35x80 feet, and so 
located on the lot which measures 
100x330 feet as to allow for a church 
on the front 125 feet of the property. 
Furthermore, a parking area can be 
included on a part of the land where 
a third building can be located when 
there is need for it. 

In addition, individuals of the 
community have pledged to give their . 
time toward construction. Represen- 
tative of this generosity is shown by 
one of the local architects, Mr. J. A. 
Roskelley, an active member of an- 
other Christian body, who drew the 
plans and furnished blueprints of the 
Parish hall without cost. Business 
men and contractors have promised 
to donate a day of labor, or have 
given a discount on needed materials. 

Building materials have been 
financed from two sources. In 1947 
the congregation gave $1000 through 
the sale of bonds. An additional 
$6000 was granted as a loan by the 
Diocesan Council. The rcinaining 
$1000 needed to complete the build- 
ing is to be solicited from members 
and interested people of the mission 
who have not yet been asked to help. 

Mr. Herman Loeffler as building 
chairman has done much of the plan- 
ning and securing of estimates in 
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readiness to begin construction once 
funds were assured. The actual work 
of building will be under his super- 
vision. Actually, the erection of the 
proposed Parish hall represents the 
interest, work and giving of many 
people in the Parish. Foremost of 
these are members of the 1947 and 
present year's Bishop's Committee 
who have been instrumental in rais- 
ing the funds and securing data to- 
ward construction. These members 
are Mrs. Raymond Stafford, Mrs. 
Lewis Sperling, Rudolph Vasconi, 
Richard Pierce, Lee Pacheco, R. G. 
Macbeth, Kenneth Rowe and Harvey 
Pearce. 

This project fulfills the aim of the 
congregation since the mission was 
begun early in 1945 with weekly serv- 
ices at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Rudolph Vasconi. The Rev. James 
P. Trotter, formerly Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Walnut Creek, con- 
ducted the services. Soon after Easter, 
1946, a Church School was started 
with some twenty-five children in the 
home of Mrs. Joseph Crenna. Today 
the Church School has an enrollment 
of 122 children. For the past two 
years, services of both the Church 
School and Church have been held 
in the community hall of Eniwetok 
Village, a Navy housing project.

Record Crowds at 
San Luis Obispo 


St. Stephen’s Church, San Luis 
Obispo, reports the largest Easter 
congregations in its 81-year history 
for 1948. With a communicant 
strength of 251, the southernmost 
Parish of the Diocese accommodated 
336 worshippers at the three Euchar- 
ists on Easter Day, despite the fact 
that most of the California Polytech- 
nic College students, who ordinarily 
swell the congregations, had gone 
home for Easter. At the 8 o'clock 
said Eucharist there were 61 persons 
in attendance with 56 communions, 
the largest early congregation in the 
history of the Parish.

An Easter message for 
children was given by the rector, the 
Rev. Francis W. Read, J.D. The 11 
o'clock Choral Eucharist, with music 
by the senior choir under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. D. J. Riley and a sermon 
by the Rector, was attended by a con- 
gregations of 165, with 96 commun- 
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ions. Since the seating capacity of 
the church is only 135, every avail- 
able foot of standing space was occu- 
ied by worshippers who could not 
seated in the pews or extra chairs. 
This was the first tirae the Easter con- 
gregations ever pzssed the 300 mark. 
Holy Week services were also well 
attended. At the three Palm Sunday 
services there was an attendance of 
189 with 83 communions. At the 
Eucharists on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Maundy Thursday there were 
23 persons present with the same 
number of communions. For the 
Wednesday afternoon service for 
women, with an address by Mrs. 
Harper Sibley, there was an attend- 
ance of 75, and at the Three Hours 
of Good Friday 150 persons were 
present. Three infants were baptized 
on Easter Even.

Guild of the Holy Faith 
Book Notes 


Watts, Alan W.: BEHOLD THE 
Spirit, Pantheon, 1947. When Canon 
Bernard Iddings Bell suggests that 
any work will “prove to be one of the 
half-dozen most significant books on 
religion published in the twentieth 
century,” that book deserves reading. 
This reviewer feels that naming any 
six books for this honor would be ex- 
tremely difficult, as Fr. Watts’ own 
bibliography of more than one hun- 
dred important titles amply proves. 
However, this is certainly one of those 
works which is important both for its 
own message and as an expression of 
the direction in which the current 
of religious thought is flowing so 
strongly today. 

In the first section, based on a 
critique of Spengler’s theory of cul- 
tural cycles, he discerns in the reli- 
gious history of the West a Mediaeval 
childhood which was naive and lit- 
eral: a Renaissance adolescence which 
was rebellious and self-conscious, 
growing inevitably through Protes- 
tantism into Humanism; and a present 
crisis in which materialism has reached 
the limits of collapse in futility 
through loss of any spiritual meaning 
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in life. The next stage is a return to 
the religion of childhood and, with 
the aid of all the experience gathered 


in the course of the centuries, a more | 


profound and inward understanding 
of that religion. This will be mysti- 
cism. 

In later chapters he develops his 
thesis that mysticism is primarily the 
manifestation of the Holy Spirit, the 
least understood Person of the Blessed 
Trinity, and that the central mean- 
ing of the mystery of the Incar- 
nation is in the dignity which 
it confers on matter. Mysticism 
has suffered too much from being 
identified with asceticism and has not 
sufficiently realized “that colossal 
gaiety which is represented in the sym- 
bol of the angelic choirs encircling the 
presence of God in an eternal dance 
of ecstasy. For it is said that when the 
foundations of the world were laid, 
‘the morning stars sang together and 
all the sons of God shouted for joy.’ ” 


Alan Watts was born in England, 
but was educated and ordained in this 
country. He is now Student Chaplain 


at Northwestern University, and 
though still in his early thirties has 


written an impressive list of books on 
Buddhism as well as on Christian doc- 
trine. Behold the Spirit is a mature 
work, and there are passages which are 
difficult reading for those without 
theological training. In the main, 
however, it is a simple and readable 
book, full of inspiration. It will be 
considered heretical by some, but the 
stamp of Bishop Conkling’s approval 
will reassure the hesitant. It is prob- 
ably not possible to discuss mystical 
experience entirely in the language of 
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, as the author argues at 
length, but his thesis is upheld by 
quotations from the Fathers and from 
Saints of umimpeachable authority. 
We recommend this book highly.

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Book Notes

One of the most important events 
in the history of 20th century Chris- 
tianity will take place next summer in 
Amsterdam. Jt will be the first assem- 
bly of the World Council of Churches, 
and every Christian needs to under- 
stand the background, the present suc- 
cesses, and the hopes of the “‘ecumeni- 
cal” movement. We need to build the 
word, “ecumenical,” into our vocab- 
ulary, for its means ‘throughout the 
inhabited earth,” or “universal,” or 
“catholic.” H. G. G. Herklots and 
Henry Smith Leiper have written 
PILGRIMAGE TO AMSTERDAM (More- 
house-Gorham, paper, $1) so that lay- 
men may easily get the significance of 
what is happening, and then there is a 
final chapter listing the assets of Amer- 
ican Christianity for our share in the 
task. Not many of us will attend the 
assembly (Presiding Bishop Sherrill, 
Bishop Dun, Dean Nes, and Charles 
Taft being our delegates), but all of 
us should make a spiritual pilgrimage, 
being prepared in mind and spirit for 
the support of this great undertaking.

PRAYER (Morehouse-Gorham, 
$1.25) is a translation of Alexis Car- 
rel’s LA PRIERE, a part of which was 
translated and printed in The Reader's 
Digest in 1941. The author writes 


persuasively and in simple language, 


easily understood by the reader, of 
such matters as: definition of prayer, 
its techniques, where and when to 
pray, the effects of prayer—psycho- 
physical and curative, and the meaning 
of prayer. It is a book written by a lay- 
man for lay people. Here is a book to 
place in the hands of people who are 
skeptical or indifferent to prayer.
